Kathleen Anderson wants top job training for inmates 
There's a 'cool' head now directing CIW

SACRAMENTO (AP) - Gov Ed­ 
mund Brown Jr.’s new appointee to 
head California’s only women’s 
prison said Friday she wants to bring 
job training at the prison up to date. 
Kathleen Anderson, a 48-year-old 
black woman on the Department of 
Corrections staff since 1963, said she 
wanted to make sure the California 
Institution for Women in Chino 
didn't teach outmoded job skills. 
“We ought to start talking about 
programming women for jobs that 
allow them to feed their families 
rather than for low-paying jobs. I 
need to take a good look at my 
vocational program to see if we train 


people for the current job market,’’ 
she said. 
To keep her 129.688-a-year post, 
Mrs. Anderson must win Senate con­ 
firmation. She succeeds Bfooke 
Carey, who resigned 
Mrs. Anderson, a Kansas City-born 
widow who worked on die prison’s 
staff for 11 years before her appoint­ 
ment Friday, also said inmates want 
new kinds of training. 
“I think we need to talk about 
training programs for jobs not 
traditionally seen for women — 
maintenance areas like electricians, 
plumbers, paint foremen,” she ad­ 
ded. 


About five months ago the 806- 
woman prison was hit by a riot when 
outside visitors were barred from 
participating in a Christmas event. 
But Mrs Anderson said the mood is 
calmer now. 
“The tone is cool,” she said. She 
added she felt her “M O.” — method 
of operation — with inmates was 
stability, consistency and fairness. 
Before Mrs. Anderson’s ap­ 
pointment was announced, a group of 
about 200 people, mostly women, 
rallied on the west Capitol lawn, 
stating CIW had set up a “behavior 
modification” lockup unit for trou­ 
blesome inmates. 


Here is a brief rundown of some of 
Mrs. Anderson’s comments in an in­ 
terview : 


-HOMOSEXUALITY IN THE 
PRISON; “Any time you have a 
sterile community — prisons, 
schools, armies — when you isolate 
people by sex, then you are going to 
have homosexuality. 
“Sex is a private matter and really 
shouldn’t be displayed. I really don’t 
become concerned about private 
things as long as it doesn’t become 
public, and a prison is a public place. 
In a public place, private matters 
should not be displayed.” 


-DRUGS IN PRISON: “We are ill 
a social era where drugs are ram­ 
pant. Yes, they are inside prisons 
We cto everything we can to control 
drug traffic, but it is from the out­ 
side, and it is big business. As a 
country, we need to talk about why 
big business is allowed to exist.” 


-WOMEN IN PRISON: “It is the 
nature of women that their ver­ 
balization probably prevents 
violence. With men, violence is part 
of the nature of being a man, the ego 
factors of being a man. Women don’t 
find the need to talk about reacting 
violently.”

Israel agrees to face 
Palestinians at U.N. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
Israel agreed Friday night to face 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza­ 
tion for the first time at a U.N. 
Security Council meeting — on un­ 
rest in the Israeli-occupied west 
bunk of Jordan 
A press officer for the Israeli U.N. 
mission said instructions had been 
received from Jerusalem to take 
part in the meeting, which key 
members of the U N Islamic group 
requested to defuse an “explosive 
situation” in the west bank The 
meeting is scheduled for Monday. 


Israel, which calls the PLO a 
terrorist gang, has boycotted two 
council debates because of PLO par­ 
ticipation — last December dealing 
with Israeli air raids on Palestinian 
targets in Lebanon and last January 
on Middle East and Palestinian is­ 
sues 


Before the Monday meeting was 
called, Israeli Foreign Minister 
Yigal Allon said in Jerusalem that 
Israel “does not automatically stay 
away from every forum” to which 
the PLO is invited. Soon after the 
meeting was set, press officer Tu via 
Saar said, “We are considering ap­ 
pearing ” 
Formal request for the meeting 
was made by Libyan Ambassador 
Mansur Kikhia. the only Arab on the 
council, and Pakistani Ambassador 
Iqbal Akhund. chairman of the 
Islamic group's Jerusalem com­ 
mittee. 
They said the council should meet 
urgently and act “ to halt the 
deterioration of the situation in the 
west bank because it was “becoming 
explosive” after a magistrate's rul­ 
ing that Jews could pray in A1 Aqsa 
mosque, oik of the holiest Moslem 
shrines.

Three men suspected of robbing 
the First National Bank of Alta 
Loma of $21,000 In cash were cap­ 
tured by sheriff’s deputies after a 
five-mile, bullet-punctuated auto 
chase Friday morning. 
No one was injured in the robbery 
and chase, although a shot was fired 
in the bank by a gunman and 11 
others by deputies engaged in the 
high-speed pursuit. 
booked in the West End Jail this 
morning on charges of bank robbery 
were William Roger Yandell. 23, 
John William WaU, 24, and Michael 
Stephen Lunkner, 20, all of Fontana 
D etectiv es interview ed the 
suspects, but learned only that Watt 
had a prior felony record and was an 
ex-conviet. 
Deputies estimated the armed 
men were inside the bank lVa min­ 
utes. The two who had entered, ran 
from the building with the bag and 
jumped in the truck where the third 
had waited, deputies said. 
The three suspects were quickly 
searched and. handcuffed by deputies 
after their stolen pickup truck, dis­ 
abled by rifle and shotgun fire, came 
to a halt about a quarter mile east of 
Archibald Avenue in a vineyard 
above Arrow Highway in Cucamonga 
about 10:50 a.m. 
Just prior to their capture the 
suspects ran a roadblock set up by 
detectives at Baseline Avenue and 
Lion Street in Cucamonga As the 
suspects in their pickup-camper 
truck drove around the roadblock,

Detectives Don Carpenter and Joe 
Henry opened fire with shotguns tut­ 
ting the vehicle several times. 
The two detectives joined by 
Detective Gary Eisenbesz and Lem» 
Allen continued to pursue the track 
to Palo Alto Avenue where they 
momentarily lost them. 
Detectives said that earlier Fri­ 
day they had been told by the Fon­ 
tana Police Department that a rob­ 
bery was going to take place at a 
West End bank with some type of 
diversion expected to take (dace. 
As a result of the Fontana police 
information West End law enforce­ 
ment agencies set up stakeout» on 
nearly every bank in West End. 
About 10:15 a.m. someone called 
the sheriff’s office saying that five 
sticks of dynamite would go off at 
the Ontario Union 76 Track stop. No 
dynamite was found and detectives 
suspecting a diversion alerted the 
stakeout officers. 
Eisenbesz and Allen said had just 
driven up to the Alta Loma bank 
when they saw three suspicious men 
wearing watch caps in a pickup truck 
pull into the bank parking lot. Two of 
the men exited the truck and went 
into the bank, leaving one man at the 
wheel. A few minutes later the two 
men left the bank, one with the watch 
cap over his face and the other 
carrying a large plastic red bag. 
The two detectives immediately 
assumed the men in the pickup truck 
were robbers and called for as­ 
sistance. But were prevented from 
stopping the three suspected robbers 
in the parking lot. because of four 
children playing nearby who could 
have been injured by possible gun­ 
fire. 


The detectives, turning on their 
red lights and siren, followed the 
suspected robbers out of the parking 
kg onto Base Line Avenue east bound 
towards the roadblock manned by 
Carpenter and Henry,

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sixty per 
cent of all cancer cases could be 
prevented if Americans would stop 
smoking, improve their diets and 
take other already known measures, 
the director of the National Cancer 
Institute said Friday. 
“Much of the science is done We 
know how to prevent many of the 
cancer cases We just have to apply 
what we know,” Frank J. Rauscber 


Other ways to cut down capcer in­ 
clude getting regular checkups and 
eliminating known cancer-causing 
agents from the environment, he 
said Kauscher told a conference of 
the National Newspaper Association 
that about 40 per cent of cancer 
cases are due to tobacco or to tobac­ 
co combined with alcohol 
He added that the effectiveness of 
cancer research seems improved 
over several years ago. 


Reagan won 
quit 


CHARLOTTE, N.C. (AP) — Ronald Reagan 
emphatically rejected a call Friday from a group of 
Republican governors to quit the race for the GOP 
presidential nomination. 
“I'm not going to take my advice from the campaign 
organization of Mr. Ford,” Reagan told newsmen at the 
airport. 
Earlier Friday, Gov. James E Holsbouser Jr., Presi­ 
dent Ford’s regional campaign coordinator, said he and 
eight other Republican governors had called on Reagan to 
end his candidacy 
Later two of the governors indicated they had not en­ 
dorsed the statement 
During a luncheon speech, Reagan told a crowd of about 
500 supporters, “I just received a wire from your gover­ 
nor urging me for the good of the party to retire from the 
campaign.” 
The statement was greeted by boos and jeers 
“I’ve been thinking of replying to him and telling him 
that I'm going to abide by the wishes of the people, not the 
politicians,” he said The audience applauded loudly 
As Reagan left the hall, a newsman Informed him that 
Ford had told a group of North Carolina broadcasters 
earlier in the day that the party could not afford a divisive 
primary struggle 
“I'm in disagreement with it, of course,” Reagan 
replied 
The Republican party, if it voted 100 per cent and all 
voted for the same candidate couldn't win an election any 
place in the United States because we only have about 3U 
per cent of the voters,” Reagan said 
Later, Reagan told a group of local radio newsmen that 
the only thing that would make him withdraw would be 
for Ford to have 1,130 delegate pledges, enough to win the 
first ballot at the national convention. “I just don t see 
that happening ’ 


Murder conviction 
reversed 
court 
Robbery suspects jailed 


The 
sec o n d -d eg re e 
m urder conviction of 
Pomonan Isaac “ Ike" 
Gibson in Los Angeles 
Superior Court in late 1974 
has been reversed by the 
state Court of Appeal. 
Gibson, 50-year-old man 
living at 590 E. Ninth St. at 
that time was ruled guilty 
in the beating death in May 
of that year of 40-year-old 
Donald Rufus Truelove. 
The prosecution originally 
charged Gibson with first- 
degree murder 
Truelove was found 
beaten to death inside his 
home at 586 E. Ninth St. 
Besides Gibson, police 
arrested three others in­ 
side the house. All ap­ 
peared to be intoxicated, 
officers said 
Investi- 
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g ato rs re p o rted th a t 
Truelove, a carpenter, was 
killed during a drinking 
bout at his home. 
Gibson, who alw ays 
maintained that he did not 
kill Truelove, was con­ 
victed in a jurty trial 
presided over by Superior 
Court Judge Alfred W. 
Dibb. Attorney H. George 
T a y lo r 
of 
P om ona 
defended him and filed 
notice of appeal after the 
conviction. 
The appeal was handled 
from that point by another 
court-appointed 
lawyer, 
Richard Stall of Santa 
Monica. The reversal was 
just revealed. 
The three-judge panel 
ruled that Dibb erred when 
he allowed into evidence 
prejudicial facts related to 
previous incidents of mis­ 
conduct by Gibson. Those 
included claims that he had 
stolen while he was drunk 
and he had had fights while 
he was drunk, Taylor said 
Another m istake a t­ 
tributed to Dibb was his 
allowing the jury to see 
pictures of the dead victim 
which Taylor had objected 
to as being “ too grue­ 
some." 
Meanwhile, Gibson re­ 
mains in jail while the 
state Attorney General’s 
office ponders whether to 
take the case to the state 
Supreme Court. If the ap­ 
peals court ruling is 
allowed to stand, Gibson 
w ill be re tu rn e d to 
Superior Court to be tried 
again This time the max­ 
imum charge against him 
can only be second-degree 
murder since he cannot be 
tried on the first-degree 
charge again.

As the pursuit continued 
deputies learned via police 
radio that the bank had 
been robbed by two men, 
one armed with a shotgun. 
In the bank the suspects 
had fired a shotgun into the 
ceiling of the building as 
they left. 
When detectives located 
the fleeing vehicle again, 
other deputies and highway 
patrolmen joined in the 
chase south on Turner, 
across Foothill Boulevard. 
At Turner Avenue and 
north of Arrow Highway, 
Deputy Hector O'Campo 
saw the vehicle. 
O’Camp said later: “I 
picked the suspects up at 
Turner and Arrow. They 


crossed the railroad tracks 
and went into the vineyard. 
I w ent w estbound to 
Archibald to cut them off. 
From Archibald I saw the 
truck com ing straig h t 
toward me. They didn’t 
look like they were going to 
stop, so I took my M-l car­ 
bine and opened up." 
O'Campo said as he 
fired, the truck turned 
away from him, but he con­ 
tinued firing until the truck 
stopped and two officers 
came running toward it. “1 
stopped firing when the 
other deputies came into 
my vision. " 
O’Campo later learned 
that he had hit the truck at 
least four times out of the 
six shots he fired.

Inside the cab of the vhi- 
cle, Carpenter said, they 
found a handdrawn map of 
the Alta Loma bank’s loca­ 
tion, another handdrawn 
map of the bank in Fon­ 
tana, a shotgun and a large 
red plastic bag containing 
$21.680 in cash. Detectives 
said the trio may have 
been planning to rob the se­ 
cond bank later in the day. 
Federal Bureau of In­ 
vestigation agents will 
take over the ivestigation, 
said detectives.

Chinese respect Nixon for 
breaking the ice, prof finds

A Chaffev College history professor who's just returned 
from China describes the Chinese attitude toward 
Richard Nixon and his fall from power as “pragmatic. ” 
Mrs. Dawn Sharp, one of 24 Americans on a three-week 
tour of mainland China under the auspices of the United 
States-China People’s Friendship Association, told of 
several near-encounters with the Nixon party during the 
Peking part of the trip. 
“Our visit to Peking coincided with the Nixon visit and, 
at first, the Chinese thought we’d be pleased,” Mrs. Sharp 
reported. 
But when we told the Chinese that our group 
members felt Nixon’s acts were criminal and had 
resulted in prison terms for many people, they seemed 
startled. 
“We felt the Chinese have no idea what the ramifica­ 
tions of the Nixon trip would be to most Americans. But 
they were pragmatic about the situation and still seem to 
feel that Nixon is responsible for the opening of com­ 
munications between the two countries ’’ 
However, Mrs. Sharp said, the Chinese then did careful­ 
ly separate the two groups of Americans, sometimes 
rushing one group out of a museum before the other 
entered.

Mrs Sharp described the tour by the friendship associa­ 
tion as essentially preplanned by the Chinese but added 
that the group was never held back from what the 
members wished to see. 
Mrs Sharp added that while it is still very difficult for 
Americans to travel in China, tour groups from other 
countries travel more freely 
“You know that the U.S. is about the only country left 
which does not have diplomatic relations with China, the 
professor said 
She added that while the Chinese cities have only a 
limited number of accommodations for tourists, she met 
travelers from Brazil. Germany and Denmark. 
“The Chinese also lack an adequate number of in­ 
terpreters,” she said 
While the friendship association was in Peking, it par 
ticipated in a special forum with high government of­ 
ficials at the famous Peking Duck Hotel The professor 
reported that “there was good exchange of opinions” at 
the session 
The United States-China People’s Friendship Associa­ 
tion was established a number of years ago as the out­ 
growth of a personal friendship between an American and 
a Chinese man who attended college together 
Mrs Sharp said the association toured in China even 
before the first trip by the Nixon party four years ago.

Ontario considers it as site 
for tennis, basketball courts 


It could be called a “love" match 
between Ontario’s Recreation and 
Water departments. 
That's because the two city agen­ 
cies have planned a joint program of 
providing tennis and basketball 
courts plus picnic facilities on top of 
two large underground water reser­ 
voirs to the John Galvin Park 
The city is in the process of remov­ 
ing a million gallon reservoir and 
replacing it with a near three- 
million-gallon concrete tank 
This will be located adjacent to an 
existing two-million gallon reser­ 
voir. Both reservoirs will have flat 
tops 
City officials hope to complete 
design work on the new reservoir and 
begin construction before August. 
The project will then take about 10 
months to complete. Cost is es­ 
timated at $750.000 
When that phase is completed, the 


city may then develop tennis courts, 
basketball courts, picnic shelters, 
light standards, fences and landscap­ 
ing on the reservoir roofs, said C. 
Jay Kim, assistant city engineer. 
Cost for the recreational improve­ 
ments are estimated at $100,000. he 
added. 
The city has several other reser­ 
voirs in Upland that could be used for 
recreational activities. 
“That, of 
course, is up to Upland officials to 
decide,” said Kim.

Slaying suspect 
shouts at hearing

Clark and Mrs. Terrell were 
arrested later that night in her car in 
Pomona on the basis of a description 
of the vehicle driven lroni the scene. 
Witnesses said the killer entered 
that night and asked for a highball 
He became angry when Hyland said 
the place only served beer When the 
man asked for beer. Hyland refused 
to serve him because he appeared 
drunk, but offered him coffee, they 
said. They said that the man, who 
was black, accused Hyland of refus­ 
ing to serve him because of racial 
prejudice He left, and returned, a 
few minutes later with a shotgun. 
At Friday s hearing, the judge and 
attorneys were discussing Kandel s 
motion for a continuance when Clark 
suddenly stated: 
“I can save you all a lot of trouble 
I killed the dude and I know why I did 
it. I killed the i obscenity) because be 
called me a nigger. I'm glad I killed 
him and I'd do it again ” 
Then, gesturing in Mrs Terrell’s 
direction, he continued 
She didn’t have nothing to do with 
it. She shouldn't be in jail. 1 told her I 
was going to shoot a bullet and 1 shot 
a bullet. She didn’t have nothing to do 
with it. I killed him and 1 feel guilty 
about it now. 1 can’t sleep at night 


Then Clark added 
“I just want to get It over with I 
killed him and you can convict me if 
you want to and I’ll start serving my 
time. ” 
During Clark’s volunteered state­ 
ment. Mrs Terrell continued to sit 
quietly. Afterward. Kandel patted 
turn on the shoulder. 


A few minutes later. Clark, who is 
6 feet 5 and weighs about 200 pounds 
suddenly rose from his chair at the 
counsel table and one of the three 
bailiffs sitting near him shoved him 
back into his seal. From that point 
on the three lawmen stood over 
Clark until the hearing ended, and he 
was handcuffed behind his back and 
led away.

USC. 
For the first time since 
1960, there will be a new 
head coach standing in the 
sunshine when the Trojans 
open spring drills at 2 p.m. 
today on the campus foot­ 
ball practice field. 
John Robinson, an 
enthusiastic, 
optimistic 
man of 40 with 16 years of 
experience, including three 
as USC's offensive coor­ 
dinator (1972-74), has re­ 


placed John McKay, the 
winningest coach in USC 
history. And Robbie is 
eager to begin. 
■ Most football players 
come to USC aspiring to be 
champions,” says Robin­ 
son “Our goal is to be a 
champion again.” 
From 1966 through 1974, 
the Trojans wait to seven 
Rose Bowls in nine years 
and won three national 
championships. But they 
stumbled to an 8-4 record 
last year, missing the Pac- 
8 title for the first time 
since 1971. 
Although USC lost four 


straight games after a 7-0 
start, Robinson has a big 
win to build on and a flock 
of talented, experienced 
players to build with. 
The big win came in the 
Liberty Bowl, where Heis- 
man Trophy candidate 
Ricky Bell led USC to a 20- 
0 blitz of Texas A&M, the 
nation’s leading defensive 
team 
And the experience? 
Including the unanimous 
All-American Bell, the 
Trojans return 14 starters 
— eight on offense and six 
on defense — and 28 letter- 
men. Only 14 lettermen 


and eight starters have 
graduated. 
“Our players are very 
excited,' 
says Robinson. 
”We have a veteran team 
returning with good exper­ 
ience and excellent talent 
in most areas 
“We’ll be a good team in 
1976 — and we have a 
chance to develop into an 
outstanding one. 
“But to be that good 
many of our players are 
going to have to reach their 
maximum potential. We’re 
not without weaknesses 
“We have to improve our 
overall passing game, re­ 


build the weak side of our 
offensive line and our sec­ 
ondary, find a pair of in­ 
side linebackers and do 
some shifting in our defen­ 
sive front three.” 
But there are many 
strengths — the greatest 
on offense, where the en­ 
tire backfield heads the list 
of returnees. 
Start with Ricky Bell. 
The 6-2, 218-pound junior 
led the nation in rushing 
with 1.875 yards in his first 
season at tailback and 
wound up with 1,957 (count­ 
ing the Liberty Bowl). He 
also scored 14 touch­ 


downs, averaged 5.1 yards 
a carry and was third in 
the Heisman Trophy race. 
Incredibly, his running ac­ 
counted for 49.7 per cent of 
USC’s total offense. 
As a team USC passed 
for only 919 yards last 
season. 
“We hope to be much 
more balanced offensive­ 
ly,” said Robinson. “We’re 
going to change the pass­ 
ing attack — and that in­ 
cludes throwing more oft­ 
en to our backs, including 
Bell.” 
Ricky caught just four 
passes last season. But the 


final one was a short flip in 
the Liberty Bowl that he 
broke for a 76-yard touch­ 
down. 
Back to block for Bell 
are senior Dave Farmer 
and junior Mosi Tatupu at 
fullback. Farmer started 
the first two games before 
breaking his leg, while Tat­ 
upu started the last 10. 
Dave has never lost a yard 
as a Trojan, averaging 7.4 
yards on 44 carries Tat­ 
upu was USC’s No. 2 rush­ 
er last season with 425 
yards and a 5.2 average. 
The top two candidates 
at quarterback are senior 


Vince Evans, the return­ 
ing starter, and junior Rob 
Hertel, who led USC to 
wins over Iowa and 
Washington when Evans 
was out with a thumb in­ 
jury. A broken leg side­ 
lined Hertel in the sixth 
game. 
Evans completed 35 of 
112 passes last season (31 
per cent) for 695 yards and 
three scores. He had nine 
intercepted. Vince also ran 
for 246 yatds and five 
touchdowns. Hertel com­ 
pleted 14 of 30 passes for 
215 yards and one TD, with 
one interception.

Something new in weight control 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) 
— Ruth loves ice cream. 
Until 18 months ago. she 
was eating half a gallon at 
a time and weighed almost 
300 pounds. 
With the help and dis­ 
cipline of a University of 
Pennsylvania Hospital 
weight control program, 
she lost 100 pounds in a 
year, not by swearing off 
her “poison" but by keep­ 
ing it out of the house 
where it was too accessi­ 
ble. 
Wbat Ruth learned dur­ 
ing the the 20-week, $500 
program was that she had 
to change how. where and 
why — rather than what — 
she eats. 
“ Ruth had to decide 
never to have ice cream in 
her house,’’ said Dr. Henry 
Jordan, associate psy­ 
chiatry professor and a 
program director. 
“ But she could have it 
outside, so she’s become 
extremely finicky about 
her ice cream She goes out 
to find the best ice cream, 
and she gets more enjoy­ 
ment from less ice cream 
eaten less often.” 
The program proceeds 
from the thesis that 
biological approaches such 
as diets, pills and starva­ 


tion don’t keep the fat 
away. 
“As Americans, we are 
bombarded with food 
stimuli. Much more is 
available to eat, and we 
rely on external energy 
sources, such as cars ami 
elevators, more than ever 
before,” Jordan said. “We 
are essentially a sedentary 
society.” 
Research by Jordan and 
two a s so c i a t e s , Dr. 
Leonard Levitz and Dr 
Gordon Kimbrell, found 
that 30 per cent of all 
persons aren't hungry 
when they eat meals. Sixty 
per cent aren't hungry 
when they snack. 
“ Most Americans eat 


fast, whether they’re fat or 
thin, and in some of these 
fast food places it’s possi­ 
ble to consume 1,000 
calories in 10 minutes.” 
“ But when y o u ’re 
treating people who have 
to be on 1,200 calories a day 
to lose weight, if they eat 
rapidly they may use up all 
their eating behavior in 10 
minutes. 
“Eating is a pleasurable 
experience, and it’s a 
shame that these people 
should have only 10 
minutes of pleasurable be­ 
havior a day. So one of our 
few rules is to slow down 
and savor what you eat.” 
The weight loss starts 
gradually, only one or two 


pounds a week at first. But 
Jordan said after about six 
weeks, with losses of only 
5-10 pounds, “they are 
grooming themselves bet­ 
ter.” 
The first three treatment 
sessions are intense 
evaluations of a person’s 
food habits — how he 
shops, how many meals 
and snacks he eats, where 
he eats, how quickly and 
with whom.

If a stately old house is seen being moved through 
the streets of Claremont in the near future, 
observers will know that students and faculty 
members at Pitzer College have realized a dream 
The dream, the salvation of the 74-year-old Zet­ 
terberg House now located on Harrison Avenue and 
its restoration on the college campus, has resulted 
from a class assignment. 


David Cressy, who teaches history at Pitzer 
College, arrived from England five years ago and 
soon became aware that CHaremont is one of the 
few towns arouno that doesn’t have a historical 
society. 
"Despite the strong sense of community here, the 
history of the town is being destroyed as people die 
or move away or clean out their attics," Cressy 
said. 
Last semester. Cressy told his class in historical 
research to investigate projects of local interest 
Among the many interesting developments was the 
tact that the old Zetterberg house might be 
destroyed soon by its present owners. Pilgrim 
Place Foundation. 
For some time, Pitzer College has been searching 
for a house suitable to move onto the campus for 
restoration as a small student center. 
Since the Pilgrim Place Foundation has offered 
the house to the college with the provision that it be 
moved this spring, the students and faculty now

have one major hurdle before their dream is 
realized 
That involves raising funds for the cost of mov­ 
ing, then for restoration. 
The first step, a community gathering and exhibit 
at the Zetterberg House on March 13, raised $260 
Supporters estimate the cost of moving the house 
and basic renovation at about $50.000 
The house was constructed in 1902 by George N. 
Hamilton. At that time, many of the nation s 
leading artists and craftsmen were caught up in 
what has since been called the Arts and Crafts 
Movement in America. 
The emphasis on the relationship of beauty, 
simplicity and function obviously influenced 
Hamilton as he carefully constructed the porches 
stone by stone 
Like the Gamble House in Pasadena, the Zet­ 
terberg House is an impressive architectural exam­ 
ple of the California bungalow style of that period 
The house has 12 rooms, seven large closets, 
several bathrooms, and superb hardwood floors. It 
also features several leaded-glass windows, brass 
fixtures, hand-carved wood detailing in the dining 
room and stairways and the stone porches 
When Hamilton was ready to sell the house, he 
described it as having 285 trees, mostly Valencia 
oranges, on the property and possessing ample, free 
water rights 
The house was then purchased by the Arvid P. 
Zetterberg family, which resided in it for the next 
47 years It recently was used for apartments, but 
now stands vacant. 
According to Cressy, if the house can be moved to 
the campus it will fill a long felt need for a home­ 


like. comfortable place where students can gather 
informally. 
Barry Sanders, another Pitzer professor in­ 
terested in the restoration of the Zetterberg house. 
said: 
"Claremont is rich in older houses valued for 
their historical or architectural significance1, their 
scale and cohesiveness, their familiarity. 
"These houses provide a sense of continuity 
which can serve as a stabilizing element in today’s 
rootless society. The students would not only have a 
comfortable, attractive center for all types of ac­ 
tivities, but also would become move involved in 
the community and in their heritage.”
